The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach a Fresnel lens sheet comprising, in combination with ht e additionally recited elements, 
unit total reflection Fresnel lenses arranged on a light entering side, an the relationship 
H x H/(10 x E x T x T) < 3L/2000, 

where H represents a length (cm) in a vertical direction of the Fresnel lens sheet; L, a 
length (cm) in a horizontal direction of the Fresnel lens sheet; T, a thickness (cm) of the Fresnel 
lens sheet; and E, a modulus of elasticity (kgf/cm2) of the Fresnel lens sheet. 

Kobayashi et al (JP03- 135501) docs not teach a Fresnel lens nor does it teach the specific 
relationship listed above.
